The applicants' arguments filed on May 17, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument of the Grounds 1-4 of rejections (as numbered in the applicant's remarks filed on May 17, 2007), 
the examiner's positions have been stated clearly in the Final Office Action of March 7, 2007. With respect to the applicant's argument that 
JP ('958) does not disclose the presence of a precursor compound of manganese as the instant claim 26 recites, the examiner notes that 
the manganese in the iron oxide of JP ('958) would very likely be in the forms of manganese oxide, manganese sulfide and a compound of 
manganese and iron. 

In response to the applicant's argument of the Grounds 5-11 of rejections (as numbered in the applicant's remarks filed on May 1 7, 2007), 
the examiner's positions have been stated clearly in the Final Office Action of March 7, 2007. The examiner notes that the articles of US 
('754 B2) and the instant application are produced by identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation 
or obviousness has been established. See MPEP 21 12.01, The same microstructures and the same percentage of the microstructures 
having an acicular phase morphology as claimed in the instant claims 1 and 14 would be inherent in the article of US ('754 B2) as in the 
claimed article. The examiner further notes that 'UOC reference (which is a lecture material of the University of Cambridge in 2000) was 
unintentionally dropped from the ground of rejection of claims 14-20 in the Final Office Action of March 7, 2007. It should have been 
included in the ground of rejection as stated in the Office action of October 19, 2006.
